TO-DAY’S 
SOLAR HALO 
PHENOMENA | 


A very -beautiful display of solar 


‘halos was first seen at about 9.30 a.m. 


this morning, and by 10 a.m. a com- 
plicated system of luminous rings and 
arcs had appeared. 

The sun was surrounded by a con- 
centric circular ring, having an angu- 
lar radius of 22 deg.; this is the com- 
monest form of solar halo, and is quite 
frequently seen in Hong Kong. Sur- 
rounding this cirele, and touching it 
above and below the sun, was an el- | 
liptical ring, which is very rarely 
seen. Both these rings were colour- 
ed red on the side nearest the sun, 
and shaded off to bluish white on their 
outer edges. They were extremely 
brilliant above and below the sun, 
and comparatively: faint to right and .- 
left. 

Cutting these two rings, and pass- 
ing through the sun, was a colourless 
white circle, centred on the zenith, 


and running completely round the sky ~ 


parallel with the horizon. At the point 
on this circle ‘opposite to the sun was 
a brighter white patch, known as the 
“counter sun”; two more faintly co- 
loured arcs intersected at this point. . 

All the various halos and arcs are 
due to the refraction and reflection of 
the sun’s rays by minute ice-crystals 
floating at great heights in the atmos- 
phere. 

High clouds of the cirrus type are 
normally composed of ice-crystals, but 
this morning, the cloud layer respon- 
sible for ‘the display of halos was so 
thin that it merely appeared as a 
whitish veil over the blue of the sky. 

By noon the 22 deg. halo was still 
very bright, though the other rings 
and arcs had almost disappeared. The 
display was the finest seen in. Hong 
Kong within the memory of any of 
the Observatory staff. 

The ordinary 22 deg halo is ob- 
served on the ayerage about 21 times 
annually: 5 in July; 4 in’ August, 3 in 
June and September, 2 in May, 1 in 
April, October and November; the re- 
maining. months December to. March 
supply 1 between them. . 

Although halos were at one” time 
considered a sign of bad weather, 
little significance is attached to them 
as.a weather prognostic nowadays, 
says the Director of the Royal Ob- 
servatory: :
